Andover is a handsome town. Despite the shabby busi- 
ness buildings that dot its downtown center, the commu- 
nity is dominated overall by enough natural and man-made 
beauty to give it a New England image second to none. 

But no place is perfect, not even this residential garden- 
Spot. 

It is for this that the

réason town government has 
of a number of public and civic agencies in organizing a 
program of activities. The campaign has been slow in 
getting off the ground, but a handful of enthusiasts are at 
work to put some snap into the effort to trigger a con- 
centrated burst of activity beginning the weekend of May 
13 and 14, 

The committee wants to get the public behind not only a 
May Clean-up venture, but involved with beautification 
and an information program as well. If citizens can be 
made to realize that litter is everybody’s busine’ss and 
that the full responsibility for a better looking Andover 
cannot be shoved off on the Board of Public Works, it 
could generate a spirit of cooperation that would stir 
action throughout the year. 

Civic pride can work miracles. If community and neigh- 
borhood feeling is displayed vigorously enough, the worst 
offenders may be embarrassed into getting junk cars off 


Hemming 


All this official hemming and hawing over approval of 
the manager’s annual appointments to town committees 
and boards is ridiculous. 

The charter gives the Board of Selectmen responsibility 
for functioning as a check and balance in this area of 
governmental organization. It is a power they should 
exercise with judgment, but also with dispatch. 

There is nothing in the charter that says the full board 
must be in attendance when appointments are considered. 
There is no requirement that approvals be unanimous. 

Why then has this present board chosen to procrastinate 
and procrastinate because first one and then another of its 
members is absent from a regularly scheduled meeting? 
They pretend it is a matter of courtesy: we spell it 
“‘politics,”’ 

Any and every selectman has the right to offer the 
manager advice about his appointments, but advice and 
nothing more. Any and every selectman has a right to 
voice his objection to any appointee. But if he cannot be 
on hand to vote while the municipal year is still young, 
she should register a vote with the secretary in advance. 
If there is no provision in the bylaws for such a procedure, 
‘perhaps there ought to be. 

In any event, the matter of appointments should be 


their property, razing dilapidated structures, sprucing up 
long-neglected ones and hauling off debris. Responsible 
citizens, as individuals or groups, may set an example for 
those who are less thoughtful about democracy’s minor 
chores by helping to police the roadside areas, open fields 
and such that seem to be nobody’s worry. Seeing them 
about it could do more to encourage the development of a 
thoughtful future generation than all the wailing done 
about how young people today have no respect for the 
property of others. 

The opportunities for public littering are greater than 
ever before in history. People get about more and their 
way is paved with sandwich bars and ice cream stands 
that sell their wares in disposable packages. It is easy to 
make these vendors the scapegoat: easier than to admit 
that away from home many a normally refined American is 
sometimes content to give in to his baser instincts. 


If we clean up Andover this May and make a fresh start 
toward a day-to-day awareness that it makes more sense 
to prevent litter than create it, one little civic campaign 
will have influenced a whole generation of potential 
litterbugs. 


We would like to see the Andover Chamber of Commerce 
spark this drive, for the good of the community.

settled no later than April 1. This means, as we see it; 
that the manager should be prepared with his full list of 
proposals as one package (something Bowen almost, but 
not quite, managed this year) and that the board should 
consider it at the first possible session after each annual 
town meeting. 

It is a schedule that should be religiously observed. 

Compliance with the charter is something that should 
be taken more seriously also by Moderator Arthur Williams.

Each newly elected 
moderator is required by the charter to make his appoint- 
ments known at Town Meeting. 

Now, we raise again our cry of last spring: ‘‘How about 
it Arthur?” 

Re-elected, Williams continues as moderator. And once 
again Andover is limping along with a lameduck Finance 
Committee. 

Without doubt, the board we have would function in an 
emergency, just as it did prior to the special town meeting 
called some weeks ago for appropriation of additional 
school construction funds. 

But nevertheless, it is a sloppy way to do business.

Tax Study 
To Begin 


In an estimated two weeks, 
Whipple & Magane will begin the 
lengthy process of estimating the 
present day value of all Andover 
real estate, kicking off a major tax 
equalization program, 

Manager Richard Bowen said 
this week that he has signed a 
$38,500 contract with the Andover 
firm for work which is to be com= 
pleted in time to be reflected in 
1967 property tax bills. Money 
for the survey was voted at the 
March Town Meeting, 

The manager said the equaliza- 
tion study will be somewhat more 
extensive than he originally an- 
ticipated, but will not duplicate 


all the mapping and measuring of. 


properties undertaken in the reva- 
luation program of a few years 
ago, Included will be an inspection 
of the interior of every building in 
Andover, a procedure considered 
necessary in view of the broad 
range of construction activity in 
the community, 

The estimators will check each 
property against present ase 
sessors’ records, updating where 
necessary, In addition, Whipple 
& Magane will do a detailed sales 
analysis on properties, 

Bowen pointed out, however, that 
the final establishing of values for 
tax purposes will be handled by 
the local Board of Assessors, not 
Whipp] e & Magane, 


The firm contracted to conduct 
the equalization study will makeas 
many as two call backs at each 
property where they do not find 
someone at home the first time 
around, They will not enter a 
property unless someone 18 years 
of age or older is at home, he 
said, 

If these representatives of the 
town are denied entrance to any 
property, they will have to make 
an estimate based on what they 
can observe, This procedure, said 
the manager, is seldom in the best 
interest of the taxpayer, 

Manager Bowen said it is im- 
possible at this point to predict 
whether or not the town will net 


any appreciable increase in tax 
revenues as a result of the survey 
to be undertaken, 

The survey is not being under= 
taken with this end as a primary 
objective, he said, It is intended 
that bringing evaluations in line 
with current market values will 
lead to more equitable distribu- 
tion of the property tax burden, 
The process may mean tax in= 
creases for some and decreages 
for others, Bowen explained,
